John J. Murphy, director of the 
American Federation of Labor or- 
ganizing campaign in the Ford Mo- 
tor company plants in the Detroit 
area, predicted that the Ford em- 
ployes would roll up a 90 per cent 
vote for the A. F. of L. in the com- 
ing national labor relations board 
election for collective bargaining 
representative. He said the “re- 
cent disorderly minority strike of 
the CIO united automobile work- 
ers against the Ford Motor com- 
pany is regarded as a nauseating 
communistic spectacle by an over- 
whelming majority of the Amer- 
ican people as a whole.” 

The text of Mr. Murphy’s state- 
ment follows: 


“It is my conviction that 99 per 
cent of the people are still right 
thinking, law-abiding, patriotic and 
decent Americans. It is my convic- 
tion also that 99 per cent of the 
people vigorously disapprove such 
high-handed, lawless enterprises as 
the U. A. W.-C. I. O. strike against 
the Ford Motor company, which as 
every one knows, was conducted 
with violence and with $300,000 
worth of sabotage committed by 
the CIO’s hoodlums. 


“The CIO’s strike, which held 
up defense work and which will 
continue to hold up defense 
work because all employes can- 
not return to work at once, has 
shown up that hell-raising, 
radical outfit in its true colors 
—shades of deepest red. 

“When even the arrogant U. A. 
W.-C. I. O. could no longer with- 
stand the pressure of an outraged 
public opinion, that union was 
forced to call off its strike.

CHIEF ASSAILS 


ClO DEFENSE STRIKES AS “LAWLESS” 


Milo J. Warner, national com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
accused “some of the leaders” of 
the CIO of promoting “lawless, 
head-smashing tactics” in the de- 
fense emergency and of condoning 
communist elements in the organ- 
ization. 

The legion, he said in a speech 
before the Ohio Society of New 
York, seeks “no part in labor dis- 
putes as such,” but opposes law- 
lessness on the part of employers 
and unions alike. 


Warner said “the majority of 
labor and industrial leaders” had 
recognized the fact that respon- 
sible leadership could prevent out- 
breaks of violence and were mak- 
ing sincere efforts “to meet and 
solve” the problem. 

“Unfortunately, there are some 
leaders who are not doing so,” he 
said. “I refer to some of the lead- 
ers of the congress of industrial 
organizations.” 

Warner said CIO leaders had 
made no effort to “clean their or- 
ganization of radical and commu- 
nist elements which promote law- 
lessness and disorder—not to win 
strikes as they claim—but to crip- 
ple the defense work of the United 
States and cripple the government 
of the United States.” 

He accused the organization's 
spokesmen of having “pre-judged” 
legal deportation proceedings 
against Harry Bridges, west coast 
maritime union leader, and of at- 
tempting to influence this “lawful 
process” by threatening strikes and 
riots. 

“On that statement of facts, on 
its own statement about the 
Bridges hearings, the Americanism 
of this labor leadership is in ques- 
tion and in doubt,” Warner said.

The story that Mr. Davis told to the congressional committee there- 
fore was doubly significant. He said, as the American Federation of | 
Labor has consistently maintained, that it is silly to try to force Amer- 
ican workers to do what they want to do anyhow—that is, to stick on 
the job. He insisted anti-labor legislation would intensify production 
problems instead of solving them. 

NO STRIKE EMERGENCY 

So congress took it easy and did nothing and, as we started out by 
saying, the results have been magnificent. There is no longer a nation- 
wide strike emergency. In fact, there never was one. 

It is a peculiar truth that the less people talk about strikes, the fewer 
strikes occur. The same thing goes for murder, suicide and all the other 
“waves” that make juicy newspaper headlines. 

Just think back a bit and see if this isn’t so. Let one spectacular crime 
;yhappen and the first thing you know every ordinary holdup that takes 
place in the next few days assumes special significance—at least in the 
newspapers—and the country is confronted with a crime wave. 

Let one vicious kidnapping happen, and within a day or two children 
are being abducted all over the place. Let one Jack-the-Ripper scare 
develop and for the next forty-eight hours police stations will be bom- 
barded with telephone calls from molested women. 

You can call it publicity, you can call it psychology, you can call it 
what you will. That’s the way things go. 

So if congress is wise, it will impose a further “cooling off” period on 
those of its members who reach the boiling paint and must explode every 
time they see an opportunity of getting their names into the papers by 
denouncing labor.

In the state legislatures which have been in session since the 
first of the year, the workers have sustained some losses and 
have made few gains. 

Nothing can be gained by belittling the disagreeable facts. | 
It's much better to face them. The truth is that in many states 
organized labor is not looking after its political interests with 
sufficient energy and wisdom. 

In the election of state officials, including members of the leg-| 
islatures, union men must display the unity and devotion that 
they reveal every day in the economic field. They must ignore | 
party ties and party slogans and refuse to swap principles for 
patronage.

8,000 Carpenters 
Gain Higher Pay 


The new agreement signed by 
the carpenters’ union local, A. F. 
of L., and the master carpenters 
and builders’ association gives the 
carpenters in Philadelphia, Pa., 
wage increases ranging from 2% 
to 25 cents an hour. Present rates 
will continue until September 1 on 
all jobs contracted for before 
March 1. On all other jobs the new 
rates become effective on May 1. 

The agreement covers about 8,000 
workers in Philadelphia and the 
four surrounding counties, Bucks, 
Chester, Delaware and Montgom- 
ery. The new hourly rates, depend- 
ing on the type of work and the 
area, are $1.20, $1.35 and $1.50.
